charged a distance of a quarter of 
a mile over a corn field to the bank 
of the Bagbag river,near the bridge, 
where the insurgents from a trench 
were peppering the armored train, 
then about 200 yards back down 
the track. 
The bridge had 
been 
cut to stop the armored train. The 
company found shelter in a ditch. 
Col. Frederick 
Funston 
called 
for volunteers to cross the river, 
and the 
colonel 
himself, 
Lieut. 
Ball, a private of Co. K , a private 
of Co. E, Trumpeter Barsfield and 
Corporal 
Ferguson, 
of 
Co. 
I, 
crawled along the iron girders. 
W hile this 
was going on the 
men of Co. K , 
from 
the 
ditch, 
were fusillading the trenches 
in 
the endeavor to divert attention, 
but 
the Filipinos got the range 
from a trench down the river, and 
their 
bullets soon 
spattered 
the 
water under th? structure. 
H avin g 
reached 
the 
broken 
span, the small but valorous party 
of Americans slid down the caisson, 
swam a few yards to the shore and 
crawled up 
the bank, 
the little 
colonel leading 
the 
w ay 
to the 
trenches, revolver in hand, while 
the few remaining Filipinos bolted. 
Colonel Funston said afterward :

A b ou t this time the rest of the 
advance line heard the cheers of the 
Kansas troops announcing that the 
Americans had crossed the river. 
Gen. H ale’s men began to ford 
the Chico, a branch of the Bagbag, 
stretching to the northeast. 
The 
general himself plunged in up to 
his neck, and the regiments, all 
carrying flags, floundered across the 
stream. 
The guns of the Utah light ar­ 
tillery were dragged over next and 
formed an extended line to advance 
upon the trenches before Calumpit, 
from 
which 
the 
Filipinos 
were 
pouring continuous volleys. 
This was the situation at sun­ 
down.

Hudson, of Kansas 
City, assistant physician

hours and a good deal of his testi­ 
mony was of a sensational charac­ 
ter. 
He attacked 
the 
doctor’s 
morality and linked the name of a 
female attendant at 
the 
asylum 
with some charges not heretofore 
made public. 
He had 
a female 
ward under his immediate charge 
and said that for nine months he 


was without a night nurse for the 
sick under his care. 
He charged 
that attendants were dismissed at 
the rate of one a week for a con­ 
siderable time and inexperienced 
persons put in their places to the 
detriment of the institution. 
Pressed further for information, 
Dr. Hudson said that Mrs. Van- 
nice admitted to him that she had 
sustained improper relations with 
Dr. Coombs, but that she insisted 
that she was not “ common.” 
“ I 
remonstrated with her,” said Dr. 
Hudson, “ and told her that she 
should not do anything to the dis­ 
credit of the institution, even if 
she did not care for her own repu­ 
tation.” 
Dr. Hudson, when asked to spec­ 
ify other instances when Mrs. Van- 
nice admitted to him of improper 
conduct, said that she confessed to 
frequent hugging matches in Dr. 
Coombs’ office. 
Continuing, Dr. 
Hudson said : 
“ A fter hearing all this, it was 
not difficult for me to understand 
how Mrs. Vannice controlled the 
night watches, and that was why 
the superintendent worked through 
the supervisors instead of the phy­ 
sicians.” 
Dr. Hudson, when urged to tell 
more of the inside history of the 
institution under Dr. Coombs’ man­ 
agement, said that Airs. Vannice 
had been in the habit of visiting 
Dr. Cooinbs’ office at 5 o ’clock in 
the 
morning, 
after visiting 
her 
wards. 
A t first, Dr. Hudson said, 
Airs. Vannice would take twenty 
or 
thirty 
minutes 
to 
“ make 
these 
wards,” 
and 
then 
one 
hour, the wards and Dr. Coombs’ 
office 
being 
included 
in

circuit. 
He said that Mrs. Van- 
nice continued to make the circuit 
until Airs. Coombs forbade her to 
enter

reiterated 
his statement 
that he frequently charged Airs. 
Vannice with intimacy with Dr. 
Coombs, and that she always re­ 
plied that she was not “ common.”

Shipment. 


50 0 TONS BINDER TWINE. 


Items of Interest Picked Up from Va­ 
rious Sources for the Benefit 
Of “ Democrat” Headers. 


A very interesting scramble for 


500 tons of binder tw in e from L u d ­ 
low, M ass. , to T e x a s points, w h ich 


has 
been 
g o in g 
on for a w e e k 


among the T e x a s lines, and w h ich 
caused som ethin g of a dem oraliza­ 
tion in T e x a s rates out of eastern 
territory and S t. Louis, includ in g 
local rates out of G alvesto n , came 


to an end b y the capture of the 
consignment b y the L o n e S ta r line, 
against the com bined forces of the 
Southern Pacific, M a llo r y and all­ 
rail lines, says the G lobe-D em ocrat. 
T h e w ater rate on the shipm ent 
from L u d lo w , it appears, w a s 68c 
per 100 pounds, but it d ropped to 


65c, w h ic h w a s offered b y the M a l ­ 


lory 
line. 
T h e 
decline p recip i­ 
tated a reduction in the rate on the 
same com m o d ity by the S t. Louis 
lines, w ith the result that a verita ­ 
ble scramble ensued, 
w h ic h soon 
was characterized b y the action of 
the T e x a s railroad com m ission in 
deciding to take a hand in the m a t­ 
ter, upon the request of the G a l ­ 
veston freight bureau. 
This took the form of a reduction 
in the local rates out of G alvesto n 
to T e x a s com m on points to 20c and 
and from H ouston to 17c, in order 
to meet the reduction from L u d ­ 
low, M ass. , and S t. Louis, and to 
offset the boycott on the L o n e S ta r 
line. 
T h e dem oralization led to fu r­ 
ther b id d in g for the shipm ent, and 
the same w as a w a rd e d to the L o n e 
Star line, 
w h ic h 
w a s enabled to 
c om p ete w ith its more form idable 
com petitors b y reason of the reduc­ 
tion of the local rates out of G a l ­ 
veston and H ouston.

PROFESSIONAL EDUCATION. 


Prof. 
Russell 
Thinks 
Too 
Much Time 
Spent in Preparation. 


In speaking recently at the annual 
dinner of the Society of Medical J u ­ 
risprudence, 
Prof. 
Isaac Franklin 
Russell, of the University law school, 
deprecated the tendency of modem 
professional education to keep a man 
from getting to work until he is near­ 
ly or quite 30 years of age. 
This ten­ 
dency is. most marked in medicine. 
“ A bright boy, ambitious to become a 
physician and surgeon, goes through 
high school in preparation for college, 
where he spends! four years working 
for his bachelor’s degree and a year or 
two more in 
post-graduate 
study, 
then goes to a medical college 
and 
studies three or four years for his doc­ 
to r s diploma, and, winning distinc­ 
tion, is? awarded a staff appointment at 
a hospital, where he spends two years, 
and then finishes his education 
by 
study abroad. 
H e will now be 30 
years old and without experience in 
bread-winning.” 
The 
delay 
is 
al­ 
most as great in the case of the suc­ 
cessful law student. 
In 
the 
law 
schools the period of study is con­ 
tinually being lengthened and every 
change" in the curriculum is designed 
to make it more difficult. 
Learned 
lawyers will doubtless be produced by 
the "new methods, but whether they 
will be as able and efficient in practice 
as those who begin practice earlier 
may well be doubted. 
Prof. Ilussell 
says* truly that if we should agree to 
place the age of self-support at 23 or 
24, many changes in our educational 
courses "would be demanded. 
It is 
plain, however, that our institutions 
of learning ought not to go any fur­ 
ther in protracting the period 
of 
preparation for the activities of life. 
It is a curious fact that under the 
existing law in England relating to 
medical and surgical practitioners, a 
man may have a right to practice med­ 
icine and surgery and yet not be en­ 
titled to describe himself as a physi­ 
cian. 
A liccniate of the Society of 
Apothecaries in London is duly au­ 
thorized, under the statutes concern­ 
ing that corporation, to practice med­ 
icine and surgery; or, in other words, 
to do all that any physician may do. 
The general medical act of parlia­ 
ment, however, which was passed in 
18 58, contains a prohibition against 
falsely assuming to be a physician. 
T h e queen’s bench division of 
the 
high court of justice has recently de­ 
cided that the effect of that act was 
and is to restrict the use of the term 
physician to the highest grade of med­ 
ical and surgical practitioners, and 
that the licentiates of the Society of 
Apothecaries cannot legally call them­ 
selves physicians, because they do not 
belong to the highest grade.— X. A . 
Sun.

I was down in southwest Missouri 
when Sumter was* lired on, and the 
1 differences that divided the-north and 
south were as unknown to me as the 
rings- of Saturn.

a quarter section of worthless hillsides 
in the extreme corner of the state. 
U ncle John was a man of distinction 
in. the neighborhood, as he owned two 
‘‘niggers/* a stillhouse and a lot of 
fast horses». 
Besides, he took a deep 
interest in every revival of religion 
that occurred thereabouts, but as reg­ 
ularly slid back into worldly ways 
when the meetings broke up. Withal, 
he was looked up to by his neighbors 
as a “ reading m an /’ and kept the only 
post office within 3 0 miles. 
Natural­ 
ly, the post office was 
the 
center 
around which the 
community

volved. The settlers were a shiftless, 
ignorant and happy lot, and their very 
frequent vacations from deer hunting 
or grubbing in the corn patch were 
put in at Col. Hobson’s, as Uncle John 
wasicalled. News traveled slowly and it 
was a month after the first gun u as- 
fired before the natives were aroused 
to the importance of the affair. 
A m eeting was called at the post 
office and L u k e Smith, the best fiddler 
in the b ilk , rode TO males to bring in 
recruits. 
It was a great day at the post office. 
Most of the settlers were busy plant­

Gus

chairman. 
The meeting was held in 
the colonel’s big barn, and (Dismount­ 
ed a feed box to attend to his duties. 
f 
had no very clear understanding 
what was» expected of him. but he 
thought a speech was about the right 
thing, and lie turned loose; 
“ ShentLemens/’ said he, “ I is no 
great much for a politic-al, aber vas 
no gooti much ver sprachen mit po­ 
litics, aber von der schützen begins 
Gils Sieger hat someiings to say, aind 
id ? 
p is tin g Ta 1 I do kno»w, shi-ntie- 
mens. dot- all de t-r-r-r-oubh - vat we 
haf o-r-r-r-ig-onat e mit der r-r-r-epub- 
iicansv” 
This sentiment accorded with the 
feelings of the meeting, and the ap­ 
plause- was hearty. 
T h e 
ice 
was 
broken and all wanted to talk. 
Luke 
Smith declared his purpose to die like 
a man before he would allow the aboli­ 
tionists to free our niggers. It is wor­ 
thy of mention that L u k e never owned 
a nigger, and was so p>oor that lie had 
to work a corn patch “ on shares/’ Doc 
Paysun, who was never known, to-have 
a decided opinion on the 
subject, 
sounded the tocsin for ten minutes 
on both sides of the question, and im­ 
plored his auditors to strike for their 
“ altar fires'* and stand as» one man 
when 
Freedom ’s battle, once begun, 
Bequeathed from bleeding sire to son. 
A 1 Holliday, the acknowledged wit 
of the hills, said he had a haiikerin:: 
for Y an k ee roasted or raw, and could 
esnvallow one whole without greasing, 
and pick his teeth with the bones. Old 
man Pendleton, who was notorious 
for attending to his own business and 
raising the best corn in the neck, be­ 
ing correspondingly unpopular with 
his less provident neighbors, wanted 
to know who was going to raise crops 
to provide for the women and children 
if they all went to the war. 
This was 
a wet blanket and was condemned 
unanimously. 
Where two or three Americans are 
gathered together their crowning e f­ 
fort is a set of resolutions. Following 
this honored precedent. Col. Hobson 
f.ffered -a set of declarations that re­ 
bounded with glittering refersr

burning on every hill,” “ welcoming 
the enemy with bloody hands to hos­ 
pitable graves,” and declaring they j 
would “ draw the sword and throw the 
scabbard away.” 
T h e s e resolutions» were passed with 
a hurrah,v even old man Pendleton 
yielding grudging assent. A commit- j 
tee of five was appointed to secure 
names of volunteers. 
B ein g at that 
adolescent age when the soul is easily 
sFvred to martial ardor, my name was 
one of the first on the roll, though 
L u k e Sm ith allowed I wasn't much, 
hut would count one, like a nigger in 
a smallpox season. 
T h e work of the 
committee was easy, as*every man pres­ 
ent signed the roll and proxies were 


| iccepted for numerous absentees. The 
j selection of a name for the-organiza- 
1 lion was the next important matter, 


j and, trilling as it may seem, this came 
* near being the rock,on which the gath- 
| ering split. 
Every individual of the 
j 3 5 present had a name which he would 
| sec adopted or withdraw. 
Bald Knob 
I Rifles, 
Cross 
Hollow 
Invincibles, 
| Bucktail Scouts, H ill Rangers and 
| Ready Cadets were some of thg names 
urged with implacable 
zeal. 
Old 
man Pendleton suggested H om e Pro­ 
tectors, and Gus Sieger offered some­ 
thing in six syllables that nobody else 
could pronounce. 
T h e movement was rapidly* going 
to pieces when Col. Hobson came into 
the breach with a fiery five-minute 
speech. 
He virtually tore apart the 
atmosphere with his eloquence. 
He 
fairly reveled in heroics, quoted P a t­ 
rick H enry and the Bible, and com­ 
pared the little squad of backwoods­ 
men to the hosts of Joshua, and end­ 
ed by declaring that the 
company 
should be known as the Boston M oun­ 
tain Regulators. 
W ith much enthusiasm and without 
further debate the name was* adopted 
and liarmonv reigned once 
more.

There were good reasons behind the 
name. 
Boston mountain lay j ust over 
the line in the Indian territory and 
was the favorite hunting ground of 
the pioneers. 
It was far enough re­ 
moved to prevent any member from 
appropriating the name as his own, 
and yet it shed a local color on the or­ 
ganization. 
N ow came tfteall-important matter 
of choosing officials, and one» of the 
anomalies to be found nowhere but 
in the far backwoods cropped out.

Price was. then mustering his army 
along the Ozarks. and Red E llio t,‘a 
free rover attached to neither side, 
with his gang of rough riders, was 
depredating the property of friend 
and foe alike about th e headwaters 
of the White river.

A brief conference resulted in
